The net assessed valuation for 1962, as determined by the Assessor, was based on ΘΟ of true 
value, whereas the 1963 valuation is expressed as 100% of true value, a requirement for 1963. The 
1962 tax rate has been computed on the 100% basis for easy comparison with the 1963 estimated tax 


rate. 
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The 1963 Annual Budget proposes an increase in appro- 
priations for Town purposes of $111,240.01. Increases in 
operational costs are reflected in this Budget and will provide 
for: Additional personnel to implement a reduced duty schedule 
in the Fire Department; a modest salary increase for Town em- 
ployeas; increased appropriations to the Capital Improvement 
Fund, Hospital Service Plan, Pree Publie Library end Public 
Assistance; additional funds to improve street Lighting and 
road maintenance. These increased operational costs were offset 
to a degree by redused requirements for Debt Service, Deferred 
Charges and Statutory Expenditures. 

Thé Reserve for Uncollected Taxes for 1963 is computed 
at 93.48% and amounts to $605,171.21. This 15 a reduction over 
1962 of $54,660.23 and further assisted in offsetting higher 
operational cots.

A review of the Police records indicate that in the short period 

of time that the Bloomfield Bowl-0-Mat has operated 25 incidents 

of various types have requirad Police investigation. This fact, 

of coursa, should not create the inference of improper operation, 

The heavy volume of incidents is more e reflection of the induce- 

me presented by late evening operations inherent in this 
usinesa. 


On the basis of the recommendation of the Chief of the 
Polico Department, coupled with the volume of incidents reported, 
the extension of the hours of operation to 2 A.M. does not seem 
to be in the best interest of the community. 


In my judgment, this is especially true in view of the 
fact that minors and alcoholic beverages find themselves in 
close proximity in tho Bloomfield Bowl-O-Mat. It is also signi- 
ficant that for many years the operators of other bowling alleys 
have not reported any interest on the part of Bloomfield citizens 
for late hour operations. It would seem, in considering the 
entire community, that there is no broed demand for tho extension 
of hours of operation.
